NET  REDUCTION  OF  83,000  IN  RELIEF  POPULATION  DUE 
TO  CLOSING  WORK  PROJECTS;  DIRECT  RELIEF  ROLLS  RISE 

During  the  week  ending  July  27  Pennsylvania’s  unemployment  relief  population 
was  reduced  by  83,318  persons,  as  local  work  relief  programs  were  curtailed  through- 
out the  State.  The  net  decline  in  relief  cases  was  20,525  — the  result  of  closing 
55,937  cases  and  opening  only  15,412.  Approximately  27,000  of  the  closed  cases  had 
been  carried  on  the  work  relief  rolls. 

Accompanying  the  sharp  drop  in  work  relief  cases,  the  number  of  cases  receiv- 

/ 

ing  direct  relief  increased  for  the  second  consecutive  week  to  a total  of  396,563, 
or  6,881  more  than  the  number  on  July  22,  This  upward  trend  in  the  direct  relief 
roster  reflects  a steady  rise  in  the  number  of  relief  applications  received  during 
recent  weeks,  and  may  be  attributed  partly  to  increased  numbers  of  persons  seeking 
to  establish  ’’relief  eligibility”  for  7L  P,  A,  employment  and  partly  to  reapplica- 
tions from  persons  removed  from  the  relief  rolls  because  of  suspension  of  work  pro- 
projects  or  their  failure  to  register  for  eraplojmient  classification. 

The  relief  population  of  Pennsylvania  numbered  1,522,243  persons,  constituting 
407,842  cases,  on  July  27. 

Expenditures  during  the  week  for  direct  relief  and  work  relief  (including  non- 
relief payrolls)  amounted  to  |3, 674, 434, 71.  Despite  a 70  per  cent  drop  in  the  num- 
ber of  cases  receiving  work  relief,  the  weekly  cost  of  the  work  relief  program  was 
$631,287.19,  or  a decrease  of  only  11.4  per  cent,  due  to  ’’excess  earnings"  payments 
of  approximately  $415,000  to  closed  work  relief  cases  for  work  done  in  previous 
weeks.  These  payments,  which  were  irmde  within  a few  days  after  the  closing  of  pro- 
jects, served  to  prevent  immediate  hardships  which  might  otherwise  have  resulted 
before  relief  wage-earners  could  establish  eligibility  for  direct  relief  or  obtain 
W.  P.  A.  or  private  employment. 

Reflecting  the  increased  number  of  direct  relief  cases,  expenditures  for  this 
major  part  of  the  relief  program  increased  by  approximately  $42,000  to  a total  of 
$3,043,147,52  for  the  week.

Relief  applications  from  persons  dropped  from  work  relief  projects  in  the 
last  v;oeks  of  July  were  responsible  for  an  increase  of  22,295  persons  in  Pennsyl- 
vania’s total  unemployment  relief  load  during  the  week  ending  August  3,  This  was  the 
first  weekly  rise  in  the  relief  rolls  since  passing  the  1935  seasonal  relief  peak  in 
mid-April, 

At  the  sam.e  time  unemployment  relief  offices  reported  a continuation  of  the 
upward  trend  in  relief  applications  which  had  been  evident  throughout  July.  The  new 
total  of  23,123  between  July  29  and  August  3 was  the  largest  number  of  applications 
received  this  year  and  may  be  attributed  primarily  to  the  needy  condition  of  former 
work  relief  families  not  yet  able  to  obtain  jobs  under  the  W.P.A.  program. 

The  rise  in  the  State’s  relief  rolls  was  the  result  of  opening  a total  of 
18,166  cases  and  closing  only  13,623,  making  a net  increase  of  4,543  cases  or  22,295 
persons, 

A total  of  412,385  cases,  mads  up  of  1,544,538  persons,  remained  on  the 
direct  -and  work  relief  rolls  August  3.  Less  than  two  per  cent,  or  7,096  of  these 
cases,  were  still  assigned  to  the  sharply  curtailed  work  relief  program,  vdiich  is 
being  tapered  off  as  rapidly  as  possible  in  anticipation  of  new  ’J.P.A.  projects. 

Expenditures  during  the  week  for  direct  relief  and  work  relief  (including 
non-relief  persons  on  project  pa^.wolls)  totaled  $3,158,878.16  — a decrease  of 
$515,556,53  from  the  week  ending  July  27,  Reflecting  the  dropping  of  27,000  cases 
from  the  work  relief  rolls  tvro  'weeks  before,  the  cost  of  the  work  relief  program 
for  the  week  ending  August  3 was  cut  to  $194,324.83  in  contrast  to  $631,287,19  the 
week  ending  July  27  when  approx  innately  $415,000  was  paid  to  closed  work  relief  cases 
for  work  done  in  previous  v\feeks. 

Despite  an  increase  in  the  number  of  direct  relief  cases  in  the  state,  ex- 
nenditures  for  this  m.ajor  part  of  the  relief  program  decreased  $78,594.17  to  a total 
of  $2,964,553.35.

RELIEF  ROLLS  CONTINUE  TO  RISE; 

48,000  PERSONS  ADDED  WEEK  ELIDING  AUGUST  10th 

During  the  v/eelc  endiiTjC;;  August  10,  Pennsylvania’s  uneniplojrment  relief  popu- 
lation increased  by  48,005  persons,  as  additional  faniilies,  dropped  froro  the  uork 
relief  rolls  in  July,  returned  to  direct  relief.  This  v/as  the  second  consecutive 
weekly  rise  in  the  State’’ s relief  population  and  scorns  to  indicate  that  a niajority 
of  the  former  y;ork  relief  cases  have  come  back  on  tho  relief  lists,  pending  the  con- 

mcncement  of  V/.P.A,  proj'-;Cts, 

Relief  applications  received  during  tho  vraok  fell  off  approxiraately  3,900 
from  the  record  high  of  more  than  23,000  reached  the  preceding  v/eek.  The  nev;  total 
of  19,226  applications  was  still  abnormally  high,  due  primarily  to  reapplications 
from  old  wrk  relief  cases. 

The  not  increase  in  the  muifoer  of  relief  cases  (families  and  non-family 
individuals)  was  10,400 — the  result  of  opening  20,856  cases  and  closing  only  10,456, 
A total  of  422,785  cases,  consisting  of  1,592,543  persons,  remained  on  the 
relief  rolls  August  10,  Only  4,248  of  those  cases  were  still  assigned  to  the  fev; 
work  relief  projects  which  are  being  temporarily  continued. 

Reflecting  the  riso  in  relief  caseload,  direct  relief  oi'ppenditur es  during 
the  ?veck  totaled  $3,256,494,98  - an  incroaso  of  $291,416,30  from  tho  preceding  week. 
Expenditures  for  tho  sharply  curtailed  ?;ork  relief  program  amounted  to  only 
$145,625,79,  and  included  v;ages  of  non-rcliof  persons  v;orking  on  projects  and  some 
payments  to  closed  work  relief  cases  for  vrork  done  in  previous  v/eoks.

STATE  RELIEF  LISTS  RISE  FOR  THIRD  CONSECUTI^/E  HESK; 

31,000  PERSONS  ADDED  V/EEII  STDIITG  AUGUST  17  

Pennsylvania’s  unemploinnent  relief  population  was  swelled  by  31,191  persons 
during  the  week  ending  August  17.  Tliis  was  the  third  consecutive  weekly  rise  in 
the  relief  rolls  and  reflects  the  abnormally  large  mamber  of  applications  re- 
ceived since  August  1,  due  primarily  to  the  needy  condition  of  former  work  relief 
families  not  yet  able  to  obtain  jobs  under  the  ’.V.P.-v,  pa^rgnain. 

Applications  for  aid  between  August  12  and  August  17,  however,  fell  off 
3,276  from  the  number  received  the  previaus  week,  the  new  total  being  15,950. 

The  net  increase  in  the  number  of  relief  cases  (families  and  non-family  in- 
dividuals) throughout  the  State  was  7,443  - the  result  of  opening  18,026  cases 
and  closing  only  10,583. 

A total  of  430,228  cases,  made  up  of  1,623,734  persons  remained  on  the  re- 
lief rolls  August  17,  Only  2,882  of  these  cases  v/ere  still  assigned  to  the  fev; 
(V.’.D.)  'work  relief  projects  not  yet  suspended. 

Following  the  upv/ard  trend  in  relief  case  load,  expenditures  for  direct 
relief  during  the  week  amounted  to  $3,329,297,72  - an  increase  of  $77,842.61 
from  the  previous  week.  Expenditures  for  the  sharply  curtailed  work  relief  pro- 
gram totaled  $104,642.57,  and  included  wages  of  non-relief  persons  woriiing  on 
projects  and  some  payments  to  closed  work  relief  cases  for  work  done  in  prev- 
ious weeks. 

Tables  and  charts  showing  relief  trends  in  recent  months,  together  with  a 
complete  statistical  report  by  counties  for  the  v/eek  ending  August  17,  are 
attached.

The  upward  trend  in  relief,  which  added  more  than  100,000  persons  to  Pennsyl- 
vania’s unemployment  relief  rolls  during  the  four  weeks  from  July  27  to  ^lugust  24, 
shows  definite  signs  of  leveling  off. 

The  net  rise  in  the  relief  population  was  only  7,363  during  the  week  ending 
August  24.  At  the  same  time,  applications  for  aid  continued  to  decline,  the  total 
reported  by  relief  offices  throughout  the  State  being  only  14,233.  Tlie  much 
larger  numbers  of  relief  applications  and  additions  to  the  relief  rolls  in  the 
earlier  ?/eeks  of  August  were  primarily  the  result  of  the  drastic  curtailment  of 
work  relief  during  July,  which  made  it  necessary  for  many  forraer  vrork  relief 
families  to  seek  direct  relief  pending  the  launching  of  the  ’J.P.A.  program. 

The  net  rise  in  the  number  of  relief  cases  (fainilies  and  non-family  indi- 
viduals) during  the  week  ending  /uigust  24  was  2,474  - the  result  of  opening 
16,516  cases  and  clcsing  14,042.  More  than  three  fourths  of  the  opened  cases 
had  received  relief  at  some  previous  time. 

A total  of  432,702  cases,  made  up  of  1,631,124  persons,  remained  on  the  re- 
lief rolls  August  24.  Only  922  of  these  cases  were  still  assigned  to  the  few 
7.ork  Division  projects  not  yet  suspended. 

Despite  a one  per  cent  increase  in  direct  relief  case  lead,  expenditures 
for  direct  relief  during  the  week  declined  approximately  4 per  cent,  ®r 
•fi)140 , 379 .36 , the  result  of  efforts  by  the  Relief  Administration  to  stretch  cur- 
tailed Federal  grants  by  alloT^ing  only  the  mest  necessary  items  to  relief  fami- 
lies. 

Expend! t\ires  for  the  drastically  reduced  work  relief  program  totaled  cnly 
$57,434.21  and  included  wages  of  nen-rolief  persons  working  on  projects  and  some 
payments  to  closed  work  relief  cases  for  work  done  in  previous  weeks. 

Tables  and  charts  showing  relief  trends  in  n:cent  months,  together  with  a 
complete  statistical  report,  by  counties,  for  the  week  ending  August, 24,  are 
attached.
